The home of Mr. and Mrs. Alec 
Laurain, at Clarksville, was destroy- 
ed by fire Wednesday morning and 
Mrs. Laurain, and their four child- 
ren were treated at Placerville San- 
atorium for burns which were de- 
scribed as “painful but not severe.” 
They left the hospital after treat- 
ment. 

Alone at home with her family 
(Mr. Laurain is woods superintend- 
ent for the Michigan-California 
Lumber Company.) Mrs. Laurain 
told physicians that as best she 
could guess, the fire was started by 
blasting in the neighborhood which 
shook the family matchbox with the 
result that the matches were ig- 


nited from the friction of rubbing 
together. 

The fire broke out shortly after 
six o’clock, while the family was in 
bed. State Division of Forestry fire- 
men who answered the alarm re- 
ported they did not have = 


tunity to interview the family to 
learn how their burns were receiv- 
ed. 

It was reported from another 
source that some, if not all, of the 
family was asleep on a Sleeping 
porch and that their burns were re- 
ceived in fleeing the house which 
they found in flames when they 
awakened. 

By the time the alarm could be 
reported to Mt. Danaher, and the 
fire suppression crew could reach 
the scene, the house was so thor- 
oughly aflame that there was no 
hope of saving the home. 

The residence is the one occu- 
pied formerly by a family which op- 
erated a store and gasoline station 
on the right of the highway driv- 
ing easterly through Clarksville. 

The alarm was the second serious 
fire in two days. Eighty acres of 
brush, grass and timber was burn- 
ed over Tuesday afternoon in the 
Thompson Hill district, east and 
north of the Springvale section. 

The State Division of Forestry 
reported Wednesday morning the 
fire was out and said the blaze 
was started by a prospector. An in- 
vestigation of the circumstances un- 
der which the fire was started was 
being made.

Neither Hitler nor anyone else 
can have full confidence that an- 
attack against Great Britain from 
the continent of Europe will suc- 
ceed. It may or may not. According 
to the rules of military and naval 
strategy the chances are against a 
successful invasion. 

Also in modern warfare, it is 
gambling with a fortune for a bel- 
ligerent government to raise popu- 
lar hopes too high. If victory is not 
achieved, depression becomes much 
greater among the people at home 
than if promises of success were 
less omnipotently proclaimed. 

Hitler apparently is counting on 
a gigantic air attack against Britain 
as his first major move in his of- 
fensive.

Heat Wave Toll 
Passes 200 


48 Prostrations, 156 
Drowned In Nation; 
115 Degrees Maximum

As the mercury clung to the tops 
of thermometers throughout the 
nation today for the sixth consecu- 
tive day the death toll passed the 
200 mark. The U. S. Weather Bu- 
reau forecast no relief until Thurs- 
day night, 

Temperatures ranged from 115 de- 
grees at Pierre, S. D., to the 80s in 
the forested northern resort areas. 
At least 48 died of heat prostration 
and 156 were drowned. 

Silver Lake in the Mojave Des- 
ert, Calif, and Needles, Calif., re- 
ported 113 degrees. Minneapolis re- 
ported 103 degrees and at Wash- 
ington, D. C., the mercury hung 
near the 90 degree mark. 

Farmers near Willmar, Minn., re- 
ported that the heat wave had has- 
tened harvesting of small grains 
and the Great Northern Railroad’s 
crop expert said continued heat 
might damage crops. The sun sap- 
ped moisture from fields and some 
fields showed burned spots. 

A two hour, 2.46 inch rain flded- 
ed Washington, D. C., late yéster- 
day and brought the temperature 
from 97 to 73 degrees after federal 
employes, including the weather 
man, had suspended work because 
of the heat. 

When the mercury rose to the 
100 degree mark in North Caroli- 
na, the State Department of Ag- 
riculture warned housewives to 
Place fresh eggs in refrigerators im= 
mediately to prevent hatching. 

Scattered thundershowers brought 
temporary relief in that area. 

A Texas radio network attempted 
to relieve the suffering of its swel- 
tering listeners by presenting a 
Christmas program, playing “Jingle 
Bells” and other such music.

5.—Don’t go bareheaded in strong 
sunlight; sunstroke is not rare in 
the summer months. 

6.—Don’t read books or play cards 
in the direct rays of the sun. 

7.—Don’t sprinkle perfume on the 
skin before exposure to the sun; a

9.—Don’t forget that blondes and 
brunettes react differently to the 
sun’s rays; blonds and redheads us- 
ually burn more easily and seldom 
tan a deep hue. 

10—If your skin will redden, blis- 
ter and burn but never tan, you are 
a heliophobe, and should not expose 
yourself, as every new exposure will 
mean a new burn.
